Applicant's amendment of 3-12-03, and 3-20-03 have overcome the previous rejection of 
1 12/2"'' paragraph. Thus said rejection is withdrawn herein for the allowance of claims 1-6, and 
10-20, and 38. 



Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is drawn to compounds of substituted 
(l,2,4-thiadiazol-5-yl)-(aryl or heteroaryl)-piperazine; their 
preparation and composition as well as a method of treating 
angiogenesis dependent disorders. The closest reference, 
Karimian et. al. (US 6,162,791), teaches compounds having 
thiadiazole and piperazine. However, said compound lacks 
an aryl (or heteroaryl) group linking the thiadiazole and 
piperazine. Thus, there is no anticipation, or prima facie case 
of obviousness.
